Says 
Pressure Groups 
Should Take Holiday 
WASHINGTON if— Former Pres­ 
ident Herbert Hoover said today 
that if some 200 “ pressure groups” 
would take a two-year holiday from 
opposing government .spending re­ 
ductions the government could pos­ 
sibly save from five billion to sev­ 
en billion dollars a year. 
Mr. Hoover, 
chairman of the 
second commission on the reorgan­ 
ization of the executive branch of 
the government, did not name the 
groups 
in an address sprinkled 
with good hum or at a National 
Press club lunch, 
The 79-year-old former chief ex­ 
ecutive said that from discussion 
with his commission’s officials and 
task force leaders seeking to re­ 
duce waste and spending in gov­ 
ernment agencies he is convinced 
that “if we ^could secure all our 
desires from 
the 
Congress, 
we 
could save five to seven billion 
dollars per year without injury to 
the necessary functions of govern­ 
ment.

Benson Favors 
Veto 
if High 
Support Bill Passed 


W ASHINGTON tiff — Secretary' 
of Agriculture Ezra T. Benson said 
today he probably would ask Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower to veto high farm 
price supports on basic crops if 
Congress 
votes 
to continue them 
next year. 
Benson made the statement be­ 
fore the House Agriculture Com­ 
mittee as hi* began a campaign to 
get Congress to approve the ad­ 
ministration’s program of flexible 
supports. 
If no new legislation is enacted, 
flexible supports will go into opera­ 
tion on 1955 crops. 
Farm law which expires at the 
end oi tins crop year requires that 
prices of six basic crops be sup­ 
ported at JHI per cent of parity. 
Unless this law is extended, 
a 
program oi flexible supports rang­ 
ing from 75 to 90 per cent of par­ 
ity will go into 
force automatic­ 
ally, starting with 1955 crops. 
The administration has recom­ 
mended this flexible program, with 
some 
modifications calculated 
to 
prevent 
sharp 
and 
immediate 
drops in price guarantees. 
Parity is a legal standard cal­ 
culated to measure a price fair 
to farmers and consumers alike. 
The basic crops affected 
are 
wheat, corn, cotton, peanuts and 
ne<*. 
Tobacco, the 
ixth so-called 
basic, is assured continuation of 
90 per cent support" under per­ 
manent law. 
Earlier Benson testified the na­ 
tion can remain prosperous with 
farmers receiving a gradually de­ 
clining percentage of national in­ 
come.

national income is dependent upon 
farm income at a seven to 
one

The contract was signed Feb. 15, 
covering 893 miners in three Hop 
kins county mines. 
The contract 
was a company and union affair. 
No third party had a hand in the 
deal, and the National Labor Rela­ 
tions Board 
has no jurisdiction, 
since the Lewis union was not cer­ 
tified . 
The West Kentucky company had 
for years resisted all efforts at un­ 
ionization. A company attorney said 
a few years ago that “no power 
on earth will ever make West Ken­ 
tucky sign a union contract ’’ 
It is indicated that decision to 
sign came from a high level in the 
person of Cyrus Eaton Sr., Cleve 
land industrialist, who was elected 
WCst Kentucky board chairman in 
May, 1953. 
One of the effects of the signing 
is the change in handling the min 
c is ’ welfare fund 
For years West 
Kentucky has operated an Employ­ 
es 
Mutual 
Benefit 
association, 
which provided hospitalization and 
Other benefits for the miners 
When the UMW began its wel­ 
fare fund through a royalty on coal 
mined, 
West 
Kentucky 
did 
the 
same, but administered the fund 
locally 
On the current 40 cent roy­ 
alty basis, the 1953 royalty amount 
cd to about $2 million 
After hos­ 
pitalization and welfare bills were 
paid, the fund pro-rated the balance 
in cash direct to the miners, aver­ 
aging about $500 each. 
Under the UMW contract, all sin 
plus funds stay in the UMW wel­ 
fare fund treasury.
